4, It is gratifying to me that the Agency is able, through the 
work of a former employee, to assist your office in its efforts to 
develop and improve the capability to investigate criminal activity; 
however, since it may be misconstrued as Agency involvement in the 
law enforcement field, it is requested that the unclassified version of 
"Where's What" contain no reference to the Agency, including the fast nga . 
that MMMMMis a former employee. 4 ,
